The able and interesting foreign correspon- 


dent of the New York Evening Post, give 
the following account of a ceremony in vogue 
at Rome, called '.blessing the animals:" 


" There is but n step from the sublime to 


the ridiculous—and another rite which I saw 
soon nfter, tends to produce anything but sol- 
emn feelings. It ^vns the ' blessing of the 
animals,' under tho auspice* of St. Anthony. 
This takes place for several days ; but on the 
Sunday WHS the gvei»t«st ceremony. Oppo- 
site the church of Antonio were drawn up 
numerous carriages, filled mostly by lOnglish, 
watching the strange scene. Horses, decked 
with ribbons and feathers, were ridden up be- 
fore the church door; the riders took oil'their 
hats; the priest said a i'cw words, sprinkled 
them with holy water, the attendant received 
the fee, generally a candle, and they pnised 
ou to nuike room for others. Great innnbers 
of cart-horses, nnd donkeys, and mules, un- 
derwent this operation. The most wretched, 
lame, and sore-backpd beasts, were those that 
were adorned the most. 
Occasionally, a gen- 


tleman's carriage would drive up, the fair oc- 
cupant holding up a lap-dog to entch a drop 
of holy water; after it, perhaps, a wretched 
little donkey, looking more like n rat than 
any thing else, would be cudgelled up to re- 
ceive the blessing, which heaven knows he 
needed.
